Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 1 , 
line 13, "possibility of grip to", lines 20-21, "to be susceptible" of improvements", and line 
26, "thus allowing to obtain panels" are indefinite. On page 3, lines 1 1 and 27, "are 
connected one another" is indefinite. Applicant is requested to check the specification 
for other indefinite language. ; 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejecp'ons - 35 USC §112 

Claims 2, 5-7, 9-10, and 17-19 ar9 rejected under 35 U.S.C, 112, second 



paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 



to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 



subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claims 2 and 17, line 1 



"frame-like" is indefinite. In claim 2, lines 2-3, "which are connected one another" is 
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unclear. In claim 5, line 4, "of arrangement" and "connected one another" are unclear. 

In claims 6-7 and 9-10, "affect" is indefinite. In claim 18, line 2, "are constituted by" is

indefinite. In claim 19, line 1 , "a reinforcement" is indefinite as to whether it refers to the 
reinforcement of claim 1 or to an additional element, "a" should be changed to -the- 
to overcome this rejection.

Claims 1-3, 6, 8-9, 11, 13-14, and 16-19 rejected, as understood, under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sartotio'150. Sartorio teaches a reinforcement 



having metal profiles, see Figure 3, forming a frame, see Figure 7, the reinforcement 
having a substantially C-shape(14), und jlation(14), and perforations(15) plastically 



deformed form the profiles, sides of the 



jndulations being parallel, sides of each 



undulation having sides inclined with respect to one another, the undulations are on 

coplanar portions of the reinforcement, the perforations are formed on the end and

intermediate wings of the undulations, and the undulations are in regions between 



perforations.

Claims 5, 7, and 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all

of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

No prior art of record shows the reinforcement having a an E-shape, or the 
undulations on non-coplanar portions of the profiles, or the undulations are on edges of 
the perforations, or the undulations have a varying height, or the undulations having 
intersection sides. .
